A remarkable event transpired 
wiien on January 8Ui the Returned 
Mlsalonartes of the Taylor Slake 
went in a Rroup to the Cardston 
Temple. This excursion was sponsor 
ed by the Returhed Missionary Fratu 
mlty of the Taylor Stake and the 
success of the enterprise may be at 
tributed largely to the very splendid 
efforts of the officers of the various 
Ward org:anlEatioaa.

tion of 100 pounds of each of these 
' salts were used. In addition to th sc 
lots on summer fallow a test was run 
on spring ploughed sunflower stul)- 
ble. Plots with one hundred poui.d.'^ 
per acre of ammonium phosph ide 
and a mixture of 100 punds each < f 
trlp’e superphosphate, ammoni.im 
sulphate and potassium sulphxte 
were needed. Triplicate plots wo e 
used in all cases. 

All the fertilized plots, except 
those receiving potassium sulphate 
only, showed better growth than the 
unfertilized plots from the time five 
leaves appeared until the middle of 
July. After July 22nd n^, differe- ce 
was noticeable except on ihe st n- 
flower stubble where the fertilized 
plots continued to have a more vigor 
ous appearance throughout the s a* 
son.
